Ashiley and Butler to indnce him to
manufaocture false testimony as to the com-
plicity of ‘President Johnson with the assassi-
nstion of Abraham Lincoln, The “‘docnments™
having been properly cooked up by one Brinok-
ley, who signs himsell as an Assistant Attor-
noy-General, were duly heralded forth to the
world, Mr. Brinckley rhetorically holding up
his bands in horror at the depravity mani-
fosted. The ‘‘revelations’ were greedily
poized upon by the poverty-stricken organs of
the Demoornoy, and for gevaral days thay have
been indulging in a luxury of display-heads,
small-caps, and other typographioal stimualants
of thaimagination of their readera, We are sorry
to say that their exultation has proved short-
lived. The truth, as it comes out, shows that
the doonments in regard to the application for
Conover's pardon had been garbled, and that
thoy really contained applications from several
bright and shining lights of the Democracy,
such as our old New Jersey friend, A. J.
Rogers, Congressmen Eldridge, of Wisconsin,
Niblaok, Le Blond, and William Radford.

It also turns out that Conover's statement
was furnished to Mr. Johnson by & oriminal
named Rabe, as the price of a pardon, which
he got, and also that a pardon had been
offered to Conover if he would put in the form
of an afidavit the charges which he had made
against Judge Holt and the Bureau of Military
Justice. Indeed, the main effort of all these
conspirators séems to have been to break
down Judge Holt. But the Judge carries
altogether too many guns for them. He now
gives them a taste of some facts on file in his
Bureau, which serve to show this whole affair
in ite true light, and which, perhaps, may
emplain why possession of the War Depart-
ment, including its archives, has suddenly
become of s0 much importance to President
Johnson.

It seems that, about one ysar ago, a conspi-
racy was entered into by Benjamin Wood, of
the New York Daily News, Roger A. Pryor, of
Rebel fame, Charles A, Dunham, alias Sanford
Conover, and probably others, for the purpose
of defaming Judge Holt, and bringing the
Bureau of Military Justice into discredit.
Four affidavits are produced by parties who
were approached by Conover, Wood, and
Pryor, and solicited to make depositions to
the affeot that Judge Holt endeavored to get
them to falsely swear that Jeflerson Davis was
implicsted in the assassination of Abraham
Lincoln. One of the parties proved impraoti-
oal, and told the conspirators, Wood, Pryor,
and Conover, after they had read the professed
deposition to him, that ‘'he would see Jeff Davis
in h—1 before he would swear to such d—d
lies." DPryor then fold him that he heped he
was a gentleman, and would consider what
had passed as confidential.

Two of the parties made afidavits as de-
pired, and were paid then and there for doing
g0, with the “promise of additional pay, if it
should become necessary to use the affidavits
further, or bring the parties into court. The
fourth person received §50 in hand, but as the
preparing of the aflidavits in his oase was
postponad from time to time by Pryor, he be-
eame afraid of the affair and backed out,
offering to return the monsy.

We see no cause to doubt the truthfulness
of these affidavita. They correspond exasctly
with the character of Conover and Company's
last sttempt. In the first case, Judge Holt
wwas Lo be charged with endeavoring to sum-
mon witnesses to prove Jefl. Davis' complioity
with the assassination oconspiracy; and in the
latter one, Representatives Ashley and Butler
are charged with doing the same to prove Pre-
gident Johnson's complicity in it. There are
said to be other interesting documents on file
in the Burean of Military Justice.

We think, on the whole, that the Sanford
Conover investment is proving to be rather a
poor one for our Demooratic friends, and that

Mr. McCulloch and IHis Appointments,

The Yelverton Cnse Declded,

The House of Lords has given a final decision
in the Yelverton case, adverse to Miss Long-
worth, The London Zimes says:—

*The long 1ltigation fn the Y elverion case is
brought 10 a close h[); the judgment of the
House of Lords, which dismissed Miss Long-
worth's second appeal, and declared that the
Court of SBesslons was justified in not allowing
the matter to be reopened by a praceeding
which, even ifiawful, was inexpedient, and per-
haps unjust. The judgment will not bave for
the geperal public the interestof that former
one in which sll the circumstances of the case,
and even the private correspondence of the
parties, were scanned by the most aoute legal
intellects of the time, nod 1o which the high
suthority of Lords Brougham and Westbury
was found opposed 1o the decision of 8 majority
of the luw lords,

**On the 28th of July, 1864, their lordships de-
livered judgment, aud the difficulty of the case
muy be understood from the difference of
opinion which was disclosed, The Lord Chan-
cellor, Lord Westbury, and Lord Brougham,
whose written jodgment, however, was not
received in Lis absemce, were for aflirming the
adgment of the court bpfuw. Lords Chelmstord,

Vensleydale, and Kingadown were of the con-
trary opinlon, and considered that the Scottish
court had wrongfully decided in favor of Miss
Lonpworth, Thess being the majority, in con-
sequence of the exclusion of Lord Broughsm's
Judgment, the judgment was reversed, and the re-
n{;ondeut declared not to be legally married to
the appellant,

"“The blow was & heavy one; but a womsn,
when her mind 1s concentrated on one idea,
olten pursugs it with a surpassing perseverance
and fortlinde. Miss Longworth's pnssion was
to be declared the lewal wite of Major Yelverton,
and this object, which, after what had passed,
would scem to have been almost valueless, she
would not forego as long as sny expediont re-
maived to be tried.
